GEORGE  MACKAY 


For  more  than  thirty  years  George  MacKay  was  a  notable  personality  at  the  University. 

I  gained  my  first  distinct  impression  of  his  character  and  quality  in  September,  1906,  at  the 
Engineering  Field  camp  at  Thirteen  Island  Lake,  where  we  assembled  for  a  month  to  carry 
on  practical  work  in  surveying  of  all  kinds. 

One  afternoon,  as  the  parties  were  paddling  down  the  lake  from  their  day's  work,  George's 
canoe  capsized — I  am  willing  to  believe  it  was  an  accident — with  all  the  gear  of  tapes  and 
chains  and  all  George  was  in  charge  of  the  transit.  With  the  party  of  six  men  the  canoe 
was  loaded  to  the  gunwales.  Treading  water,  he  managed  to  keep  his  own  head  above  water, 
and  what  was  more  important  still  in  his  estimation,  the  precious  head  of  the  transit  as 
well,  until  the  canoe  was  righted.  This  incident  showed  me  that  George  set  his  sense  of 
responsibility  before  his  own  convenience  We  were  friends  from  that  hour,  for  all  time. 

The  story  of  his  life  is  well  told  in  the  "Queen's  Review";  how  he  entered  in  1903,  won 
the  Chancellor's  Scholarship  two  years  later;  a  while  at  Deloro;  three  years  in  South  Africa 
with  the  East  Rand  Mine,  various  important  posts  on  his  return  to  Canada,  and  finally,  in 
1918,  to  Queen's  as  Professor  of  Metallurgy,  for  twenty  years  his  life's  work;  always  gaining 
experience,  and  better  still,  transmitting  his  experience  to  generation  after  generation  of 
students.  I  think  these  will  be  competent  to  apppraise  his  sterling,  generous,  manly,  sincere, 
forthright,  humorous,  whimsical,  vivid  quality  better  than  even  I,  his  teacher  and  colleague 
may.  Everyone  knows  his  power  as  a  teacher,  his  industry  in  research.  Not  everyone  is  aware 
of  his  indefatigable  interest  in  the  welfare  of  his  Alma  Mater.  He  it  was  who  first  gathered 
together  Queen's  Science  graduates  into  a  body  which  later  grew  into  the  Alumni  Association, 
and  who  fostered  the  Technical  Supplies  from  a  doubtful  liability  to  a  notable  asset  We 
are  all  familiar  with  his  public  career,  none  of  us  know,  though  we  may  guess,  the  extent 
of  his  private  charities.

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PROFESSOR 
W.  C.  BAKER 


In  the  death  of  William  Coombs  Baker,  Kingston  has  lost  a  distinguished  son  and  Queen's 
an  honoured  graduate  and  a  beloved  professor  In  1895  W.  C  Baker  graduated  with  first 
class  honours  in  Chemistry  and  Mineralogy.  Turning  his  major  attention  to  physics,  he  spent 
the  next  five  years  specializing  in  this  subject,  at  the  same  time  assisting  in  the  work  of  the 
department  as  tutor  and  as  demonstrator.  In  1900  the  award  of  an  Exhibition  of  1851  Science 
Research  Scholarship  gave  him  the  opportunity  of  going  to  Cambridge  University,  where  he 
spent  two  years  working  under  J.  ]  Thomson  in  the  Cavendish  Laboratory  On  his  return 
to  Canada  in  1902,  he  again  joined  the  staff  of  Queen's  and  for  an  unbroken  period  of 
over  thirty-five  years  was  one  of  its  most  valued  and  respected  members. 

By  colleagues  and  by  many  generations  of  students  "Billy"  Baker  will  long  be  remem¬ 
bered  as  an  enthusiastic  teacher,  a  man  of  strong  personality  and  of  rare  intellectual 
honesty,  and  a  fearless  champion  of  what  he  thought  to  be  right  An  undergraduate  in  the 
days  of  Grant,  he  had  a  pride  in  his  Alma  Mater  which  made  him  jealous  of  her  fair  name 
and  outspoken  in  his  criticism  of  shortsighted  policies.  But  decided  as  his  opinions  were,  he 
never  failed  to  command  the  respect  of  those  with  whom  he  disagreed. 

His  interests  extended  far  beyond  his  own  special  subject  Always  athletic,  he  was 
a  member  of  the  Queen's  Dominion  Championship  Football  Team  in  1893,  and  in  later  life, 
cyclist  and  golfer.  But  it  was  pre-eminently  the  things  of  the  spirit  which  appealed  to  him 
and  made  him  more  than  a  dilettante  in  music,  art,  and  literature  In  his  teaching,  an  in¬ 
sistence  on  high  standards  in  work  and  in  conduct,  the  indirect  influence  of  his  lofty  outlook 
on  life,  and  a  personal  interest  in  his  students,  won  for  him,  in  life,  their  affectionate  regard, 
and  in  death,  this  tribute  in  the  Queen's  Journal  "Queen's  will  always  be  the  better  for 
having  been  the  sphere  in  which  a  gentleman  of  great  worth  found  his  life  work"

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The  past  year  has  been  a  momentous  one  in  Canadian  college  journalism,  A  conference 
of  editors  of  the  majority  of  college  papers  was  held  at  Winnipeg  on  New  Year's  Day, 
1938,  out  of  which  has  come  the  Canadian  University  Press,  a  union  for  the  exchange  of 
collegiate  news  with  the  purpose  of  furthering  intercollegiate  co-operation  and  national 
unity  and  understanding. 


The  secretariat  of  the  Press  Union  is  located  at  Queen's,  and  thus  much  of  the  work 
in  connection  with  its  organization  has  been  done  here.  That  the  journal  and  other  college 
papers  would  be  better  as  a  result  of  the  union  is  already  evident.  The  establishment  of 
a  Wednesday  night  wire  service,  a  weekly  news  bulletin  in  conjunction  with  the  National 
Federation  of  Canadian  University  Students,  a  handbook  for  reporters,  and  many  other 
features,  have  made  the  C.U.P  a  useful  organization.  Many  leaders  in  Canadian  life,  in¬ 
cluding  journalists,  have  praised  the  new  organization  while  the  union  is  fortunate  in  having 
Dr  J,  W,  Dafoe,  Editor  of  the  Winnipeg  Free  Press  and  Chancellor  of  the  University  of 
Manitoba,  as  Honorary  President. 


The  Journal  itself,  has  had  an  interesting  year.  Although  there  have  been  no  outstanding 
"scoops"  the  editorial  board  has  sought,  by  a  careful  presentation  of  news,  with  a  fair 
share  of  feature  articles,  to  maintain  at  least,  and  better  where  possible,  the  standards  set  in 
former  years. 


One  of  the  session's  innovations  was  an  Engineers'  issue,  Number  31  being  published  by 
a  special  editorial  staff  appointed  by  the  Engineering  Society,  headed  by  jack  Miles,  This 
issue  was  distributed  on  the  Science  Formal  weekend,  February  1 1 , 
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The  Journal  carried  its  usual  share  of  controversy  in  its  columns,  some  of  the  more  popular  topics  which 
excited  letters  to  the  Editor  being  the  Spanish  Civil  War,  sex  education,  and  the  Quebec  Padlock  Law. 


The  Editor  of  the  Varsity  edited  an  issue  of  the  journal  in  March,  returning  a  similar  visit  of  one  of  the 
Journal's  Editors  to  Toronto  in  January. 


At  time  of  writing,  the  second  Annual  Literary  Supplement 
is  in  the  progress  of  publication  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Literary  Editor.  Prizes  were  offered  by  members  of  the  Faculty 
Faculty  this  year  for  the  best  contributions. 

The  feature  columns  contained  much  that  was  interesting 
"Current  Comment",  the  "Campuscope",  "Steam  Shovel",  "The 
Bookshelf",  "At  the  Theatres",  and  last  but  not  least  the  "Bee¬ 
hive",  continued  to  serve  useful  functions 

In  conclusion,  the  graduating  members. of  the  Journal  staff 
would  like  to  express  appreciation  to  the  junior  members,  the 
student  body,  and  the  University  authorities  for  their  co¬ 
operation  and  assistance,  without  which  the  Journal  could  not 
properly  cover  its  field.

instilled  a  co-operative  spirit  in  the  members  of  '38,  and  this  was  consolidated  during  the  first 
semester  by  the  no-fussing  rule,  the  tavern  rule,  the  pyjama  parades  (and  what  parades  they 
were1'  the  bonfires,  the  guarding  of  the  stadium,  the  rides  and  the  "haircuts",

In  the  Sophomore  year,  Arts  38  was  held  together  by  the  common  interest  of  persecution 
(discipline,  if  you  prefer)  of  the  freshmen  and  acquaintances  between  the  members  It  won  the 
interyecr,  and  helped  greatly  to  win  the  interfaculty  football  championship. 

In  the  third  year,  the  interyear  teams  all  did  well,  winning  the  basketball  championshrp,  and 
the  immortal  Bluestreak  game  against  Levana.  The  "Quarter  Deck  Stomp"  and  the  Arts  38-39 
year  party  were  the  major  social  events  for  the  class  as  a  unit. 

In  the  final  year,  individual  prowess  of  members  of  38  has  risen  to  such  a  height  that  we  find 
the  journal,  the  Tricolor,  the  Arts  Formal,  the  Queen's  delegation  to  the  National  Conference,  the 
Queen's  Radio  Programme,  the  Debating  Union,  the  Drama  Guild  and  the  C.U  P.,  all  instigated 
or  controlled  by  members  of  the  Senior  year.

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PROPHECY  OF  THEOLOGY  '38 


Ana  in  the  year  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  in  the  reign  of  Ha  Kent 
the  King,  these  three  went  forth  to  shepherd  the  people  of  the  Lord's  Pasture. 

Jack  the  Son  of  Leng  excellent  of  stature  and  goodly  to  behold,  offered  himself 
for  the  service  of  the  Lord  He  was  ruddy  of  countenance  and  swift  of  foot  as 
becometh  an  athlete.  It  hath  been  said  of  old  that  the  Lord  taketh  no  pleasure 

in  the  legs  of  a  man  yet  he  was  received  with  favour  for  the  work  of  the  Church. 

And  when  he  had  sojourned  but  a  little  time  in  the  land  of  Queen's,  he  beheld  a 
fair  maiaen  and  was  sorely  smitten.  It  came  to  pass  that  she  inclined  her  ear 
unto  his  supplication  and  the  twain  were  made  one  flesh.  And  when  the  years  of 
study  had  been  fulfilled  they  went  forth  to  proclaim  the  ways  of  the  Lord. 

Neelands  was  named  Wesley  and  not  in  vain,  for  with  great  earnestness 
and  sincerity  of  purpose  did  he  proclaim  the  New  Kingdom  And  as  he  continued 
alone,  his  heart  longed  for  an  help  mate  and  after  making  known  his  desire  unto 

the  lords  of  the  Faculty,  with  one  accord  they  said  "It  is  good,  so  let  it  be"! 

Then  said  man  and  wife  as  they  looked  from  the  halls  of  learning  to  their 
field  of  work  "Is  not  this  the  way  that  we  have  chosen!3  To  loose  the  bands  of 
wickedness,  to  undo  the  heavy  burdens  and  to  let  the  oppressed  go  free". 

And  John  the  Son  of  Nichols,  a  sojourner  from  the  prairies,  came  unto  the 
City  of  Kingston  that  he  might  increase  in  wisdom  and  learn  the  ways  of  Yaheveh. 
Now  John  the  Baptist  went  into  the  wilderness  dressed  in  camels'  hair  and  wearing 
a  leather  girdle, — but  not  our  John1  For  his  raiment  was  fair,  his  coat  fit  for 
Joseph  and  the  brightness  of  his  shoes  was  like  unto  the  brightness  of  his  bald 
pate  And  it  came  to  pass  when  he  went  forth  to  minister  to  his  people,  that 
he  spoke  in  this  manner,  "Heed  the  counsel  of  the  wise,  honour  the  teachers  of 
the  law,  but  beware  of  false  prophets".

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In  the  fall  of  1934  Kingston's  population  was  increased  by  the  men  who  were  to  be¬ 
come  Science  '38.  Soon  the  freshmen  were  organized,  for  defence  as  much  as  anything,  and 
Murray  Campbell  was  elected  president.  The  freshmen  were  lucky  in  '34,  winning  the 
interyecr  basketball  title,  but  were  nosed  out  of  the  interyear  football  by  crooked  work  on 
the  yard  sticks.  Alf  Miller  convened  the  only  official  social  function,  a  year  dance,. 

In  '35  Campbell  was  again  president  and  the  year  was  proud  in  the  possession  of  "Spike" 
Weldon,  "frosh  scarer  de-luxe".  The  boys  won  the  intervear  hockey  and  Alf  Miller  con¬ 
vened  the  mis-named  "Kiss  Dance". 

In  their  junior  year  the  men  of  '38  hit  their  stride  and  won  both  the  interyear  basket¬ 
ball  and  hockey.  Gil  Pallister  was  year  president  and  Roy  Blay  convened  several  successful 
social  gatherings. 

The  Final  year  found  Murray  Campbell  president  of  the  Engineering  Society  and  Jeff 
Bruce  year  president,  and  all  the  boys  becoming  intellectually  and  scholastically  inclined,  so 
much  so  that  no  outstanding  athletic  cch  evements  were  recorded. 

The  Formal,  headed  by  Roy  Blay,  proved  to  be  the  successful  climax  of  four  years'  social 
activities.  It  is  hoped  that  the  spirit  of  co-operation  and  initiative  shown  by  the  men  of  '38 
will  accompany  them  into  their  chosen  professions.  May  they  prove  a  credit  to  Science  and 
Queen's!  — E.  C.  Pallister. 
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We  have  always  secretively  held  that  our  Year  is  a  little  better  than  any  other — our  Year 
spirit  a  little  keener,  our  interest  in  college  activities,  and  even  in  our  work,  a  little  more 
enthusiastic — in  fact  that  we  are  quite  outstanding  in  the  annals  of  Queen's  University.  We 
have  had  our  share  of  formals  and  of  examinations,  of  executive  positions  and  lectures  —  but 
the  awful  truth  must  be  faced.  After  hours  of  careful  research,  we  have  come  to  the  sad  con¬ 
clusion  that  the  history  of  Meds  38  bears  a  curious  resemblance  to  that  of  any  other  graduating 
year. 

'Twas  in  the  Autumn  of  1932  that  a  bewildered-looking  aggregation  of  some  fifty  innocent, 
cherubic  and  youthful  medical  freshmen  invaded  the  Limestone  City.  They  were  unofficially  in¬ 
itiated  to  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  that  bright  and  cheery  September  morn,  when  they  attended 
their  first  University  Chemistry  lecture  in  the  Cordon  Hall  amphitheatre.  Professor  Dorrance,  it 
will  be  remembered,  had  the  distinction  of  having  been  the  first  man  to  address  us  collectively  as 
Meds  38. 

But  we  were  to  have  yet  another  initiation;  quite  as  memorable,  as  the  first.  This  initiation, 
we  will  remember,  was  carried  out  in  a  most  guarded  manner — against  strict  orders  to  the  con¬ 
trary  from  the  Powers  That  Be  Yet  it  was  fun — that  night  in  the  old  barn,  with  that  unforget- 
able  blue  and  yellow  paint,  those  rotten  eggs  and  those  gin  pills — and  those  sophomores.  Is  there 
anyone  amongst  us  who  does  not  recall  the  blood  and  thunder  of  our  Freshman  Year?  Guarding 
the  Stadium  before  that  first  Queen's-Varsity  game,  the  game,  and  the  chariot  race;  burning  the 
Jinx;  the  fight  in  Kingston  Hall  before  the  elections;  our  Year  photograph;  our  very  successful 
Year  dance;  and  the  Soph-Frosh  banquet  for  which  we  paid  the  shot. 

A  sadly  depleted  Year  met  in  the  Fall  of  33,  our  ranks  having  been  decimated  by  the  May 
examinations.  But  there  were  recruits,  not  only  from  the  preceding  class  but  also  from  other 
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universities.  So  we  elected  our  executive  and  carried  on.  Being  sophomores  of  a  generous  and 
kind-hearted  nature,  we  allowed  the  Frosh  a  year  of  comparative  freedom.  Few  of  us  have  for¬ 
gotten  the  first  few  days  spent  in  the  Anatomy  lab,  and  the  intense  interest  surrounding  our  first 
actual  work  on  the  human  body.  We  were  permeated  even  with  the  Anatomy  lab's  peculiarities 
of  odor,  which  clung  to  our  persons  throughout  the  Second  and  Third  Years.  And  we  bet  those 
two  Arts  students  who  brazenly  entered  the  Old  Medical  Building  one  Tuesday  afternoon  will  not 
forget  their  treatment  at  our  hands.  Our  sophomore  dance  was  held  in  Ontario  Flail — and  was 
it  ever  a  honey1  Our  lively  Year  dances  were  already  beginning  to  gain  considerable  renown. 

Third  Year  again  saw  a  diminution  in  our  ranks,  some  of  our  boys  being  lost  by  virtue  of 
Faculty  rulings.  We  were  handicapped  this  year  in  being  forced  to  take  our  Physiology  and 
Bacteriology  labs  in  the  basement  of  Miller  Hall,  while  our  own  building  was  being  renovated.  In 
spite  of  this,  however,  or  r  |unior  Year  was  an  academic  success — owing,  no  doubt,  to  the  counter¬ 
balancing  effect  producea  by  taking  our  Physiological  Chemistry  lectures  in  the  attic.  After  a 
series  of  hard-fought  games,  we  won  the  Interyear  hockey  championship,  and  were  able  to  afford 
cheap  crests.  Many  of  us  need  not  be  reminded  of  the  subsequent  "room"  party  staged  in  honor 
of  our  victory. 

We  began  to  think  we  were  pretty  much  alright  by  the  time  our  first  clinical  year  rolled 
around,  and  we  carried  stethescopes  half  hanging  from  our  pockets,  and  even  thought  perhaps  we 
might  graduate  some  day.

The  penultimate  year  came  to  us  as  a  surprise  indeed.  How  we  negotiated  that  Fourth  Year 
Clinical  Microscopy  was  a  mystery  deep.  However  we  were  into  Fifth  Year — most  of  us — and  that 
was  something.  But  no  sinecure  was  presented  us  now — the  Surgery  and  Medicine,  the  Obstetrics 
and  Gynaecology,  and  Dr.  Wyllie's  Preventive  Medicine,  all  appeared  barriers  insurmountable.

The  winter  session  of  1937-38  saw  a  rebirth  of  interest  in  hockey  at  Queen's  Three  teams 
were  entered  in  organized  competition,  and  although  none  of  them  won  final  laurels,  yet,  each 
gained  the  reputation  of  being  an  aggregation  to  be  watched  closely  in  the  future. 

Entered  in  the  International  Intercollegiate  League,  comprising  teams  from  McGill,  U  of  T 
U.  of  M.(  Harvard,  Princeton,  Dartmouth,  Yale  and  Queen's,  the  Tricolor  Senior  squad  finished 
their  season  in  second  place.  More  important  than  the  mere  standing,  was  the  fact  that  McGill's 
highly  rated  Redmen  had  fallen  before  the  fast,  hard  checking  Queen's  team  by  a  score  of  5-3. 
Records  show  that  this  is  the  first  time  in  twelve  years  that  a  Tricolor  hockey  squad  has  been 
able  to  topple  a  McGill  team. 

A  second  team  was  entered  in  the  eastern  division  of  the  O.H.A  The  Senior  B's,  as  they 
were  called,  played  under  difficult  conditions,  having  several  four-point  "visiting"  games,  shortly 
after  Christmas  and  before  the  team  was  fully  organized.  Although  the  "Bees"  were  unable  to 
register  enough  points  for  a  final  group  win,  the  team  developed  some  strong  players,  who  will  be 
ready  for  Senior  Intercollegiate  competition  next  year 

In  the  Junior  division,  the  Queen's  entry  was  nosed  out  by  a  powerful  Kingston  squad,  which 
later  went  on  to  compete  in  the  Ontario  finals. 

Probably  the  point  of  most  significance  was  the  enthusiasm  shown  by  the  student  body  for 
all  teams.  The  high  point  of  the  season  was  reached  when  the  Queen's  team  defeated  McGill  in 
overtime,  and  at  no  time  during  the  entire  year  was  wholehearted  support  more  in  evidence  than 
at  this  game. 

Coached  by  "Flat"  Walsh  and  captained  by  Johnny  Poupore,  the  1937-38  Queen's  Senior 
hockey  team  will  go  down  on  record  as  one  of  finest  teams  assembled  in  many  years.

After  a  few  years  during  which  the  Press  Club  lapsed  into  inactivity,  a  "New  Deal"  brought 
about  its  reorganization  last  year  Although  this  year  does  not  pride  itself  on  any  momentous 
achievements,  at  least  it  may  be  said  that  the  Press  Club  has  functioned. 

The  object  of  the  club  is  to  encourage  and  coordinate  interest  in  journalism  on  the  campus. 
Its  meetings,  therefore,  provide  the  means  of  bringing  together  senior  students  who  have  had 
some  experience,  along  with  aspiring  freshmen  and  freshettes.  By  virtue  of  a  clause  in  the  con¬ 
stitution  which  renders  members  of  the  Journal  masthead  ineligible  for  executive  positions  on  the 
club,  the  activity  is  so  planned  as  to  encourage  the  most  amateurish  of  aspirants. 

The  year's  programme  began  with  an  address  by  Dr.  G.  S.  Graham  of  the  History  Department 
entitled  "Landmarks  in  the  Evolution  of  the  British  Political  Press".  The  next  event  provided 
practical  experience  by  way  of  a  visit  to  the  plant  of  the  Whig-Standard .  Subsequently  the 
Whig-Standard  returned  to  our  midst  in  the  person  of  Mr  Davies  who  did  a  very  useful  piece  of 
work  in  putting  the  budding  journalists  wise  as  to  the  "Libel  Law". 

In  the  second  term,  the  first  meeting  was  made  up  of  an  address  by  the  Journal  Editor, 
W.  A.  Neville,  and  followed  by  a  discussion  of  the  newly  formed  Canadian  University  Press.  To  meet 
what  some  term  a  crying  need  on  our  campus,  at  a  later  date  Mr.  H  J.  Hamilton,  a  former 
Editor  of  the  Journal  spoke  to  the  Club  on  "Newspaper  Style".  In  filling  out  a  programme  which 
attempted  to  permit  a  glimpse  of  journalism  from  many  angles,  the  last  meeting  of  February 
provided  an  address  by  Mr.  R  M  Winter  of  the  Department  of  University  Extension  on  the  topic 
"A  Reader  Looks  at  the  Press". 

The  Press  Club  may  be  composed  of  a  group  with  very  specialized  interests,  but  it  has  been 
the  experience  of  many  in  the  past  that  there  are  no  regrets  in  getting  a  little  knowledge,  even 
though  journalism  may  never  be  a  part  of  one's  life-work.  In  an  age  when  the  world  is  influenced 
so  vitally  by  the  press,  a  little  bit  of  knowledge  is  not  so  dangerous  a  thing  as  none  at  all.

The  Queen's  University  Contingent,  Canadian  Officers'  Training  Corps,  con¬ 
cluded  a  successful  training  season  with  the  annual  inspection  by  Brigadier-General 
H.  F  H  Hertzberg  Recruiting  for  the  year  was  slightly  above  that  of  former 
sessions,  with  a  sufficient  number  of  Freshmen  turning  out  to  keep  the  corps  up 
to  strength. 

Under  the  command  of  Lt.-Col.  D.  M.  Jemmett,  the  battalion  carried  on 
training  in  various  branches  of  military  science  suitable  to  the  needs  of  a  modern 
army  in  the  best  traditions  of  the  Canadian  Militia.

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1  he  great  god  Swing  reigned  over  the  1938  Arts  Society  At  Home,  held  on 
January  21st  in  the  Gymnasium.  "Holidaying"  from  their  regular  engagement 
in  Boston,  Artie  Shaw  and  his  orchestra  supplied  music  which  literally  blew  the 
roof  off  the  Gymnasium.  No  matter  whether  one  was  a  swing  fan  or  not,  the 
dynamic  quality  of  the  music,  the  wailing  appeal  of  Shaw's  clarinet,  and  the 
determined  drumming  of  Cliff  Leeman  had  everyone  cheering. 

The  setting  for  this  year's  Formal  was  a  modernistic  one,  featuring  bright 
colors  and  beautiful  lighting  effects.  The  orchestra  stand,  sprawled  along  the 
greater  part  of  the  Gymnasium's  south-side  length  was  a  miniature  stage  set 
between  two  golden-hued  pillars,  colored  in  blending  white,  gold,  and  silver. 
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Two  successful  Formols  were  held  on  January  26th  and  28th  in  Ban  Righ 
Hall  under  the  convenorship  of  jean  Maclver,  with  Jack  Telgmann's  orchestra 
providing  the  music. 

Dancers  were  greeted  by  two  artistically  decorated  rooms,  one  done  in  a 
modernistic  trend  and  the  other  made  beautiful  by  a  tasteful  display  of  spring 
flowers.  A  large  number  of  students  attended,  and  unanimously  voted  the  1938 
"Ban  Righ"  Formals  the  outstanding  events  of  the  winter  social  season. 
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The  19o8  Science  At  Home  was  one  of  the  most  successful  of  a  long  line  of 
brilliant  Formals.  Some  four  hundred  couples  danced  to  the  music  of  Joe  Haymes 
and  his  orchestra,  in  a  transformed  Gymnasium  whose  decorations  symbolized  all 
the  various  branches  ol  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  in  new  arrangements  around 
the  floor.

The  spring  of  1938  finds  the  Queen's  Drama  Guild  resting  after  another  hard,  and  very 
successful  season.  During  the  year,  two  three-act  plays  were  presented,  and  a  one-act  play  in 
the  Regional  Drama  Festival. 

On  November  9th,  the  drama  season  officially  opened  with  the  presentation  of  Valentin 
Katayev's  hilarious  comedy  "Squaring  The  Circle",  which  introduced  three  talented  newcomers — - 
Martha  Johnson,  Kay  Foster  and  Don  Maunsell.  Among  the  veteran  actors  in  the  play  were  Gerry 
Chernoff,  Ian  Campbell  and  Bert  Marcuse,  who  all  gave  excellent  performances. 

The  Drama  Guild,  inspired  by  this  success,  next  attempted  something  much  more  ambitious  in 
"The  Taming  of  The  Shrew".  Its  success  is  witnessed  by  the  capacity  crowds  and  the  enthusiasm 
on  the  nights  of  November  24th  and  25th.  The  production  was  extremely  well  received,  and  those 
responsible  for  its  success  deserve  the  heartiest  of  congratulations. 

Gerry  Chernoff's  interpretation  of  Petruchio  was  extremely  good,  and  his  general  performance 
excellent.  Anne  Macdonnell  made  a  very  attractive  and  effective  Katherine.  The  minor  parts 
were  well  taken  by  Abe  Carlinsky,  Alan  Gold,  and  a  number  of  other  capable  actors. 

Circumstances  prevented  a  Guild  production  in  the  second  semester  and  efforts  were  con¬ 
centrated  on  the  production  for  the  Regional  Drama  Festival.  The  play  to  be  presented  is  Anton 
Chekov's  one-act  farce  "The  Bear",  with  Gerry  Chernoff,  Martha  Johnson  and  Alan  Gold  taking 
the  principal  roles  At  the  time  of  writing,  the  festival  has  not  yet  taken  place,  but  there  is 
every  reason  to  believe  that  the  Queen's  Drama  Guild  will  acquit  itself  creditably  as  usual. 

An  especial  debt  of  gratitude  is  due  Mrs.  G.  B.  Reed  for  her  unselfish  co-operation  and 
untiring  efforts  in  the  interests  of  the  Guild.  Her  excellent  direction  and  wide  experience  with 
the  stage  is  a  very  great  factor  in  the  success  of  all  recent  Drama  Guild  productions. 
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"JIMMY"  BEWS  -  A  SKETCH 

Of  all  the  buildings  on  the  campus  perhaps  no  single  one  more  symbolizes  the 
Queen's  spirit  than  the  Gymnasium.  Built  by  undergraduates  and  graduates,  it  embodies 
the  self-denial  and  vision  of  a  representative  generation  of  students,  and  with  it  one  naturally 
associates  the  man  whose  genial  spirit  has  presided  over  it  since  its  inception,  James  G.  Bews. 

Born  sixty- two  years  ago  in  Dundee,  Scotland,  "Jimmy"  came  to  Canada  at  the  age  of 
five.  He  attended  Kingston  Public  School,  and  after  passing  his  Entrance,  became  a  mes¬ 
senger  boy  for  a  Kingston  merchant,  later  taking  up  stone-masonry  and  bricklaying. 

In  1903-04  he  conducted  physical  training  classes  at  the  Y.M.C  A  but  moved  over  to  the 
Queen's  campus  when  the  Old  Gymnasium  was  built  in  1907.  Women's  gymnasium  classes 
were  conducted  in  the  top  story  of  the  Old  Arts  Building,  and  we  have  to  take  Jimmy's  word 
for  it  that  they  actually  played  basketball  there. 

For  twelve  years,  Mr.  Bews  had  charge  of  both  men's  and  women's  physical  training,  and 
during  part  of  that  time  the  provincial  Faculty  of  Education  was  located  at  Queen's,  moving 
later  to  the  Ontario  College  of  Education  at  Toronto. 

Mr  Garvock,  in  his  appreciation  published  in  the  "Review"  states,  "He  has  always  shown 
a  rare  knack  in  handling  men  so  that  they  kept  in  the  best  possible  condition  and  put  forth 
their  utmost  efforts.  On  Jimmy's  suggestion,  boxers  and  wrestlers  preparing  for  an  Inter¬ 
collegiate  Assault  would  willingly  deny  themselves  the  delectable  pies  and  pastries  of  the 
hospitable  Kingston  boarding-house  keepers,  and  subsist  on  raw  eggs  and  water  to  keep  down 
their  weight  for  the  bouts;  while  the  hockey  players,  when  there  was  no  ice  at  the  old  rink, 
would  practise  on  ponds  and  use  a  felt  covered  puck  and  short  sticks  in  the  Gymnasium". 

Mr.  Bews  was  appointed  Superintendent  of  Buildmc.s  at  Queen's  and  for  sixteen  years 
has  occupied  that  responsible  position  as  well  as  fulfilling  his  heavy  duties  in  the  Gymnasium. 

An  assistant  in  physical  instruction  work  has  been  appointed  for  next  year  in  the  person  of 
Johnny  Edwards,  and  while  Mr  Bews  will  be  relinquishing  part  of  this  branch  of  his  work, 
he  will  still  be  seen  around  the  Gymnasium,  and  will  carry  on  as  Superintendent  of  Buildings. 

Members  of  the  class  of  '38  will  always  associate  with  the  Gymnasium,  the  name  of  Jimmy 
Bews,  and  will  wish  him  many  years  more  of  good  health  that  future  Queen's  students  may 
benefit  by  his  example  of  what  we  would  mean  by  the  true  "Queen's  Spirit".  ■ — W.F.R.

DR.  THOMAS  GIBSON 

Thomas  Gibson  was  bom  in  Northern  Ireland  in  1865,  the  second  son  of  Rev.  Dr.  James 

Gibson,  a  Presbyterian  clergyman  In  1873  the  family  removed  to  the  City  of  Perth,  Scotland, 

on  the  father  becoming  minister  of  the  Free  West  Church  After  several  years  in  the  Arts 
Faculty  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh  and  at  the  Free  Church  College,  Dr.  Gibson  became  a 
student  of  medicine  and  graduated  in  1894. 

Coming  to  Canada  as  a  physician  to  Lord  and  Lady  Aberdeen  in  1895,  he  established  a 

practice  in  Ottawa  in  1897  and  served  as  medical  adviser  to  five  successive  Covernors-Ceneral. 

Many  of  the  citizens  of  the  Capital  still  recall  with  gratitude  his  kindly  personality,  his  pro¬ 
fessional  skill  and  his  untiring  devotion  to  duty 

In  1924  Queen's  University  appointed  Dr.  Gibson  Professor  of  Pharmacology.  He  at  once 

became  one  of  the  most  popular  teachers  in  the  University,  Giving  freely  of  his  time  and  energy, 
he  stimulated  in  his  students  an  enthusiastic  interest  in  their  work  In  addition  to  teaching 

Pharmacology  Dr.  Gibson  has  annually  delivered  a  number  of  lectures  in  the  History  of  Medicine. 

This  course,  although  not  compulsory,  has  been  largely  attended  on  account  of  the  unusual 

interest  which  he  has  excited  by  his  lectures.  He  has  published  not  a  few  important  articles  in 
the  field  of  Medical  History,  notably  three  on  the  celebrated  physician  of  the  Stuart  Kings, 
Theodore  de  Mayerne. 

Possessing  in  a  remarkable  degree  the  faculty  of  research  into  the  past,  Dr.  Gibson  has 
become  the  historian  of  Queen's  Medical  Faculty  and  of  the  Kingston  General  Hospital  He  has 
been  also  for  many  years  a  member  of  the  editorial  board  of  the  "Queen's  Quarterly". 

No  record  of  Dr  Gibson's  activities  would  be  complete  without  mention  of  his  unusual  ability 
as  a  pianist  His  taste  in  music,  his  knowledge  of  the  great  composers,  and  his  executive  talent 
are  well  known  to  all  Queen's  students  On  account  of  his  wide-ranging  interest  in  music,  literature, 
history  and  painting  he  richly  deserves  to  be  called  a  medical  humanist. 

The  home  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Gibson  throughout  these  years  has  been  a  social  and  intellectual 
centre  of  the  life  of  Queen's  University  and  of  the  City  of  Kingston 
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NATIONAL  CONFERENCE  OF  CANADIAN  UNIVERSITY  STUDENTS 

WINNIPEG,  DEC.  27-31,  1937 


A  new  venture  in  inter-university  co-operation  was  undertaken  during  the  Christmas  holi¬ 
days  when  over  three  hundred  students  from  nearly  every  university  and  college  in  Canada  met  at 
Winnipeg  to  discuss  problems  and  matters  of  common  interest. 

Initiated  by  the  Student  Christian  Movement  of  Canada,  the  Conference  endeavoured  to 
consolidate  the  results  of  the  work  done  on  the  various  campuses  during  the  Fall  term.  Current 
problems  were  studied  under  six  main  headings,  the  student  and:  industry,  control  of  society, 
foreign  policy,  the  church,  campus  life,  and  education. 

Over  one  hundred  students  participated  in  the  pre-Conference  work  at  Queen's  and  from 
these,  twelve  delegates  were  selected  The  delegation  was  comprised  of  the  following:  W.  A. 
Neville,  Arts  38,  (chairman);  Lois  Tomkins,  Arts  '40;  Caroline  MacKay,  Arts  38;  James  D. 
Conacher,  Arts  38;  Louis  Couillard,  Com  38;  D  C.  MacDonald,  Arts  38;  Milton  Little,  Arts 
39,  Earl  Christie,  Theol  '40;  J  M.  Coldwell,  Arts  '41;  Maynard  Certler,  Arts  38;  D.  C  Brunton, 
Sc.  '40;  E.  Dubac,  Sc.  '41.  A  fund  was  raised  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  delegation  and  the 
finance  committee,  convened  by  Lois  Tomkins  succeeded  in  obtaining  subscriptions  from  graduates, 
friends,  students,  and  campus  organizations  amounting  to  slightly  more  than  $500. 

The  Conference  set  up  a  continuations  organization  known  as  The  Canadian  Student  Assembly 
with  central  office  at  Montreal,  The  Queen's  branch  of  the  C.S.A.,  formed  directly  after  the  Con¬ 
ference  under  the  chairmanship  of  Lois  Tomkins,  is  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  Conference  with 
considerable  success.  — W.  A.  Neville.

Captain  Ernie  Spence  played  brilliantly  all  season  averaging  over  10  points  per  game,  which
